formulate a plan for further action. 


Some of the operators favor the plan 


decided upon at the Cleveland confer- 
ence to make the fight to start the 
mines with the old men if they -can be 
induced to dig at 54 cents, or to Import 
men to take their places. 


Others, however, say they will not 


aid in carrying out this plan and favor 
a new complete surrender. 


The outlook after the adjournment 


of the conference seemed to be encour- 
aging for the miners. There is no ques- 
tion as to the anxiety of the operators 
to start their mines.

to her husband which, if not

He had nev- 
er known Hill or the woman he shot, 
and 
in appearing and asking for a 


commutation he only voiced the wishes 
of the good people of Alameda County.

Attorney of Solano County, stated that 
he had known Hill ever since he came 
to the State, and that he bore an en- 
viable reputation in Suisun, at which 
place he formerly resided. 


Mr. Lamont.referred to a letter filed 


with the petition from Mrs. Paul of 
Sulsun, a sister of Hill's wife, in which 
she 
made the unsolicited statement 


that she believed the testimony given 
by Hill at the time of the trial was 
true In every particular, and added to 
the list of names on the . petition, her
